New scholarship standards 
hurt sciences, professors say

The new, higher GPAs required to 
get a BYU academic scholarship 
affect hard sciences, math and other 
conservatively-graded disciplines the 
most, faculty members in those fields 
say. 

Faculty members who teach hard 
sciences say it is time to re-evaluate a 
scholarship system where money is 
given almost exclusively on the basis 
of a three-digit number. 

“There’s a philosophical problem 
here,” said Earl Woolley, chair of the 
chemistry department. “It’s not fair to 
look solely at GPA, because there is 
an enormous disparity among the 
GPAs at this university.” 

While only about 25 BYU under- 
graduate students major in chemistry, 
10,000 undergraduates take a chem- 
istry class each year, Woolley said. 
Only 17 percent of the department’s 
grades are an A or an A minus, about 
a third of the University’s average. 

If a stuident gets an A minus in his 
or her four-credit chemistry class and 
an A in every other class, he or she 


can keep a full-tuition scholarship. 
However; if the A minus turns into a 
B plus, the scholarship is gone, 
Woolley said. 

“Tt really puts a stress on a student, 
and it puts a stress on a student- 
teacher relationship,” he said. “The 
average grades across the University 
are substantially higher than they are 
in chemistry.” 

Scholarship officials increased the 
GPA required to get a full or part aca- 
demic scholarship for fall semester, 
said Sue DeMartini, director of 
Scholarships. Before the change a stu- 
dent needed a 3.85 average for full 
tuition or a 3.7 average for half 
tuition. 

Nearly 1,800 students maintain a 
GPA of 3.85 or greater, said BYU 
Public Communications news editor 
Cecelia Fielding. 

Two hundred and ninety five of 
those students have a perfect 4.0 aver- 
age. 

Students competing for fall semester 
scholarships needed a 3.90 for full 
and a 3.75 for half tuition. About 
8,000 students currently have a full or 
half-tuition academic scholarship. 


Because the scholarship office gets 
40 percent of its funds from the inter- 
est earned from private endowments, 
lower interest rates and a growing 
number of students with high GPAs 
forced the office to up the former 
standards, DeMartini said. 

As the economy continues to strug- 
gle and students perform better acade- 
mically, the office will face even 
greater challenges, she said. 

She said BYU administrators are re- 
evaluating how they award scholar- 
ships, and have a “very high priority 
of raising additional funds for schol- 
arships.” 

Many of the students who have lost 
their scholarships are those who 
spend much of their school day in sci- 
ence labs and math classes, say facul- 
ty members in those departments. 

“The system does favor students 
who are not in the math and sci- 
ences,” said Donald N. Wright, chair 
of the microbiology department, 
whose students average about a 2.9 
GPA. 
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More A’s at BYU than Harvard

BYU may be the Harvard of the West after all — at least 


when it comes to grade inflation. 


In 1966, A’s and A minuses — the grades that mean stu- 
dents put forth an “excellent” performance — made up 22 
percent of the marks:at Harvard. Today, 43 percent of the 


grades are in the A range. 


BYU exceeds the footsteps of its Ivy League big brother, 
according to grade statistics given to the University’s 


department chairs. 


During Fall Semester 1992, 28.2 percent of all BYU 
undergraduate grades were A’s and 17.8 percent were A 
minuses. This makes 46 percent of all BYU undergraduate 


grades in the A range. 


According to Sue DeMartini, director of Scholarships, 
about 8,000 students hold full or partial academic scholar- 


ships. With a school population of about 28,000, that 


means about 29 percent of all BYU undergraduates have 
better than a 3.75 GPA.

Warlord 
releases 
captured - 
American

MOGADISHU, Somalia — 
U.S. helicopter pilot Michael 
Durant, battered but buoyant, 
returned to freedom Thursday on 
a stretcher after 11 days as a cap- 
tive of a Somali warlord. 

The United States said no deal 
was made for the release of 
Durant, captured in an Oct. 3 bat- 
tle between U.N. troops and 
Mohamed Farrah Aidid’s fight- 
ers, and of a Nigerian private ~ 
captured in a Sept. 5 gunfight. 

Aidid emerged with an 
enhanced stature as a result of 
the release, which he came out of 
hiding to announce at a news 
conference. 

The freeing of Durant spurred 
more calls from Congress for 
speeding up the departure of U.S. 
troops from Somalia, and 
President Clinton indicated he 
might be flexible on his March 
31 deadline for withdrawal. 

Durant, 32, clenched his teeth 
and his eyes teared as he was 
carried out on a stretcher from a 
walled compound and handed 
over to Red Cross representa- 
tives. He clutched a note from 
his wife and parents that the Red 
Cross gave him just before his 
release. He declined to speak to 
reporters. 

Dr. John Holcomb of the 46th 
U.S. Army Field Hospital said 
the pilot suffered a broken leg, 
broken cheekbone and _a frac- 
tured back, but appeared to have 
been treated fairly well by his 
captors. The leg was in a splint, 
but had not been set and was 
quite painful, Holcomb said. 


Students air graduation concerns

Mandatory counseling for freshmen 
and recently returned missionaries, 
better high school preparation and 
more loan and scholarship opportuni- 
ties would help students graduate 
faster, a handful of BYU students told 
administrators at a student focus 
group meeting Thursday. 

Heidi-Jo Miller, 22, an English 
major, said she must work to pay for 
school, and more possibilities for 
financial aid would help her get a 
degree faster. 


“T can only take so many credits and 
still work and get by,” Miller said. “If 
it were easier for me to get loans, it 
would help me a lot for a more timely 
graduation.” 

Greg Lee, a physical therapy major, 
said mandatory counseling when he 
was a freshman would have kept him 
from wandering through several 
majors and taking the wrong classes. 

“T took so many classes my fresh- 
man year that I almost didn’t make 
it,” Lee said. “If I would have had 
somebody sit down with me and help 
me through the system, I wouldn’t 
have taken so many classes I didn’t 
need.” 


Administrators brought nine stu- 
dents from different majors together 
to discuss how to help students gradu- 
ate faster. 

David Petermann, a political science 
and public policy major who trans- 
ferred to BYU, said the University of 
Oklahoma required freshmen to live 
on campus and receive academic 
counseling. The same policies could 
work here, he said. 

As it now stands, the average stu- 
.dent takes 11.9 semesters to graduate 
from BYU, said Gary Kramer, associ- 
ate dean of Admissions/Records 
Services. The average student takes 
13.1 credits a semester and has a total

of 148 credits at graduation. Transfer 
students rack up an average of 168 
credit hours before they graduate, 
Kramer said. 

BYU administrators are looking at 
economic and other reform to reverse 
the trend, he said. Administrators 
have talked about stopping subsidiza- 
tion of a student’s education from The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints tithing after 10 semester hours. 
- “That would double, if not more 
than double tuition,” Kramer said. 

Officials say they’re also consider-. 
ing putting a freeze on college tuition 
increases for students who take 32 
credits a year.

Drug makers accused of overpricing 


NEW YORK — The nation’s biggest drugstore chains filed a broad antitrust 
lawsuit Thursday, accusing leading drug companies of conspiring to drastically 
mark up prices they charge pharmacies. 

The lawsuit accuses seven drug makers of charging pharmacies up to 1,200 
percent more than other drug buyers. 

“This preferential treatment is costing American consumers hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars annually,” said Alex Grass, chairman of Rite-Aid Corp., which 
operates 2,600 outlets nationwide. 

Rite-Aid was among the companies that filed the lawsuit in U.S. District 
Court in Harrisburg, Pa. The companies represent 5,000 pharmacies, or 10 per- 
cent of the nation’s retail drugstores. 

The lawsuit sheds light on the clandestine world of drug pricing. Drug mak- 
ers traditionally have refused to discuss how they price their products, although 
different rules apply for different classes of purchasers. 

The lawsuit seeks unspecified damages, which Grass said could reach into 
the billions. 


Assassination sets back Haitian reform 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — A U.N. police team pulled out of Haiti 
Thursday, weakening the prospects for ousted President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide’s return by Oct. 30 under a U.N. plan. Within hours, gunmen assassi- 
nated the pro-Aristide justice minister. 

Guy Malary was part of the transitional government installed on Sept. 2 to 
pave the way for Aristide’s return, who was ousted in a September 1991 mili- 
tary coup. 

Radio Metropol reported Malary was leaving the Justice Ministry building in 
his car when gunmen in another car shot him. A driver and two security guards 
also were killed in a hail of bullets, Metropol director Richard Widmeier said. 

’ Malary was not previously associated with Aristide, and Kurzban said he 
believed the killing “shows that no one is safe.” 


Russia closes 15 newspapers, arrests 8 


MOSCOW — Trying to flush out opponents more than a week after a hard- 
line rebellion, Russian authorities shut down 15 opposition newspapers 
Thursday and said they arrested eight more people suspected of taking part in 
the revolt. 

Soldiers, a police officer and a neo-Nazi were among those arrested. They are 
suspected of taking part in the Oct. 3 attacks on government offices and a TV 
station that led to a bloody putdown of the rebellion the following day. 

Maj. Gen. Sergei Balashov, the Security Ministry’s investigations chief, said 
five of those arrested operated under the direct orders of Vice President 
Alexander Rutskoi, a leader of the uprising. He did not identify them. 

President Boris Yeltsin had earlier suspended publication of the newspapers, 
which face a criminal probe. 

The ministry also fired the editors of the opposition Pravda and Sovietskaya 
Rossiya newspapers and said the newspapers would be given new names. 


BYU responds to ex-Cougar’s lawsuit 


SALT LAKE CITY — Former BYU football player Bud Orr’s back prob- 
lems stem from his disobeying doctor’s instructions, not from football injuries 
in the 1980s, the University contends. 

BYU’s responses to,Orr’s federal-court suit were in court papers made public 
Wednesday. 

“Orr disobeyed the instructions of his doctor and repeatedly engaged in activi- 
ties he was told to avoid, including basketball, professional football, furniture- 
moving and other activities putting a strain on his back,’ BYU attorney David 
Thomas argued. 

Orr’s attorneys declined to comment on the school’s.-brief. 

Orr, now of Boise, Idaho, contends BYU is responsible for his back problems 
and his failure to make the NFL. 

Orr contends he hurt his back during blocking-sled drills in 1988 and during a 
game in 1989, that he didn’t receive proper attention to his problems and that 
injured athletes were pressured to continue playing. 

He contends there was a “win at any cost” attitude that was related in part to 
coach LaVell Edwards’ athletic-shoe contract.

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What’s in a name? 
Tons for 2 Y clubs

Two “constitutional” clubs, with 
similar names but different missions, 
recently clashed over one of the 
club’s invitation of a political guest 
speaker.

“We feel that it John Birch Society) 
espouses a very right-wing society,” 
said Ken Hansen, vice president of

Meanwhile, David Smith, president 
of “BYU Students for the U.S. 
Constitution,” ‘said he did not realize 
there was another club of nearly the 
same name until recently. 

He also emphasized that the club 
invited the John Birch official 
because of his qualifications, not 
because of an affiliation with the 
group. 

David Lucero, coordinator for 
United Club Council, said there were 
so many applications for clubs com- 
ing in that when they saw “BYU 
Students for the U.S. Constitution,” 
they assumed that the “Students of the 
Constitution” was the same club with 
a slightly different name. 

“Tt was our fault that we didn’t catch 
it,” said Lucero, who added that it 
would seem reasonable to change one 
of the two club’s names.

(against Notre Dame). I expect 
that to be 50-50 this year.” 

Holtz also said he’s impressed with 
Cougar quarterback John Walsh. 
“Walsh has had an excellent year for 
them,” he said. “He’s got a quick 
release and he’s an excellent leader. 
When you play BYU, you’re gonna 
face a great quarterback. Doesn’t mat- 
ter who. So many great quarterbacks 
have come from there.” 

Walsh spent a lot of his time last 
Saturday stapled to the Rose Bowl 
turf, being sacked 10 times. So what 
about BYU’s offensive line, coach? 
“Roger French is recognized national- 
ly as one of the best line coaches in 
the country,” Holtz. said. “I didn’t see 
the game, but I figured UCLA must 
have pressured BYU pretty: good.

Holtz also expressed praise for 
senior receivers Eric Drage and Tyler 
Anderson. and for the offense in gener- 
al. “BYU is going to get their yards, 
they always do,” he said.

It doesn’t get 
any bigger

Notre Dame has 11 national cham- 
pionships. Seven Heisman Trophy 
winners. A 182-77-11 road record 
since 1930. Twelve undefeated and 
untied seasons. And frenetic. superfan 
Regis Philbin. 

Notre Dame has had the Four 
Horsemen. Joe Montana. Knute 
Rockne. Raghib (Rocket) Ismail. The 
Gipper. 

‘Notre Dame has Lou Holtz, he of 
the oversized cap, accountant’s glass- 
es, and rolled-up program in the back 
pocket, who paces frantically up-and- 
down the sidelines and has been 
known to drag a 6-4, 275 pound line- 
man off the field by his face mask, or 
put a referee in a half-nelson. 

What does all this mean? It means 
that after a long wait, the Fighting 
Irish are finally descending upon this 
town. 

This is the same Notre Dame 
Hollywood has glamorized. The same 
Notre Dame loved by millions and 
loathed by millions. 

Notre Dame is college football. 

And the fact that the Irish are com- 
ing to Provo speaks volumes about 
how far BYU’s football has come 
since it began 71 years ago. 

Former athletic director Glen 
Tuckett, the man primarily responsi- 
ble for arranging the three-game 
series with Notre Dame, has said: 
“The day Notre Dame comes here, 
they can bronze me and send me back 
to Murray.” 

Tuckett said when he began as A.D. 
in 1976, he. would call big-time col- 
lege teams in hopes of arranging 
series (games are set up 5-10 years in 
advance) and, more times than not, 
many schools wouldn’t even return 
his phone calls. 

Now, BYU is considered to be one 
of the elite programs in the nation. In 
the last ten years, the Cougars have 
earned a national championship and a 
Heisman Trophy. Not bad for a 
Mormon school located in the 
Mountain Time Zone. 

And, predictably, especially after 


the events of last weekend in Los 


Angeles, everyone says BYU hasn’t a 


prayer against Notre Dame.

Irish eyes on national crown

Is it too early to start making predic- 
tions of a Notre Dame victory in the 
Sugar Bowl? 

Certainly. 

Is it too early to start making com- 
parisons to the 1988 national champi- 
onship team? 

Definitely. 

Will that stop your average, blue- 
and-gold blooded Irish fan from mak- 
ing these conjectures? 

Absolutely not. 

Indeed, this year’s team has attract- 
ed quite an unexpected following 
since it shocked Michigan with its 27- 
24 upset victory. 

And why shouldn’t the squad have 
this avid, eager and excited audi- 
ence? The Irish have proven them- 
selves to be a valid contender for the 
national title, an award which skeptics 
and loyalists alike had deemed unat- 
tainable prior to the Wolverine show- 
down. 

The much maligned Notre Dame 
offense had surprisingly displayed 
significant depth in the backfield as 
well as a solid offensive line and an 
outstanding receiving corps. The 
defense has demonstrated, under the 
leadership of defensive coordinator 
Rick Minter, that it is ready. to 
become the team’s leading force 
rather the hindering Achilles heel of 
the past few years. 

In fact, this year’s defensive corps 
should be considered the best since 
the 1988 championship squad, and in 
some aspects can be considered supe- 
rior. 

The 1988 squad allowed an average 
of 280.3 yards and 12.3 points per 
game under defensive coordinator 
Barry Alvarez. Alvarez left Notre 
Dame after the 1989 season to assume 
the head coaching position at 
Wisconsin and has since led the 
Badgers to a Top 25 ranking. 

When Gary Darnell took over for 
Alvarez to open the 1990 season, the 
demise of the stalwart Irish defense 
which. was characteristic of the Holtz 
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regime began. In 1990 and 91 the 
team allowed an average of 390.3 and 
382.3 yards, respectively, including a 
shameful 204.8 yards rushing in 1991. 

When Minter took over last season, 
he began to resurrect the lost tradition 
of stellar Notre Dame defenses. After 
allowing an average of 366.6 yards 
per game through his first six games 
as coordinator, Minter finally pulled 
his defense together. It allowed only 
242.4 yards and 11.2 points through 
the final five contests. 

This season’s defense matches up 
very closely with that of the 1988 
squad. It has given up only 285.5 
yards and 11.5 points per game. The 
quality of 1993 defénsive line, which 
is perhaps the best in the Holtz era, is 
made statistically obvious by the fact 
that it has allowed an average of only 
83.2 yard per game. The 1988 defense 
gave up 112.4 to the rush. 

Many other comparisons can be ™ 
made between the two defensive 
units. Both relied on the strong play 
of their defensive lines. They also 
both had young, quality leadership in 
the secondary in the likes of sopho- 
mores Todd Lyght and Bobby Taylor. 

“We’ve had a lot of guys step up 
and play real well,” said Bercich. 
“That was supposed to be our prob- 
lem, that we didn’t have any depth.” 

The Irish defense has also been 
characterized by its big-play nature 
this season. It has intercepted eight 
passes, recovered seven fumbles, and 
put some important points on the | 
score*board. Brian Hamilton’s touch- 
down off a fumble recovery was the 
key to Notre Dame’s victory over 
Purdue three weeks ago. 

So, can the defense lead the Irish to 
a national championship? 

“T think we can,” Berchich said.

Two significant streaks will be on 
the line Saturday when second-ranked 
Alabama plays No. 10 Tennessee in 
Birmingham. : 

The Crimson Tide will be seeking 
its 29th straight victory, which would 
set a school and Southeastern 
Conference record. Alabama also has 
a seven-game winning streak against 
Tennessee, which is 4-18 against the 
Tide since 1971. 

With another victory over the Vols, 
Alabama can virtually clinch the 
SEC’s Western Division title and a 
berth in the league’s championship 
game on Dec. 4.

AIDS memorial quilt arrived 
in Salt Lake this weekend

Utah Supreme Court upholds 
funding for prayer battle

A decision by the Utah Supreme 
Court Tuesday affirmed that the Utah 
State Office of Education did not vio- 
late the state constitution by donating 
$10,000 to Rhode Island’s legal battle 
for prayer at school graduation cere- 
monies. 


Justices unanimously upheld a lower ; 
court decision to dismiss a lawsuit’ 


filed last year by the Society of. 
Separationists against former state 
school superintendent Jay Taggart. 
The group sued on the grounds that 
donating tax dollars to religious caus- 
es was unconstitutional in Utah. 

Utah educators donated the money 
to the Providence, R.I., School 
Committee in 1991 to aid in obtaining 
a U.S. Supreme Court decision on the 
issue of prayer in schools, said 
Douglas Bates, Utah coordinator of 
school law and legislation. This was 
the least expensive way to resolve 
several cases pending against Utah 


Project head 
praises new: 
gang bills

Utah lawmakers met Monday 
and Tuesday to toughen penalties 
against minors caught with 
firearms, and the leader of the 
anti-gang unit in Salt Lake 
County says she is pleased with 
the results of the short session. 

“As far as legislation I’m very 
pleased, although there is not a 
lot they could accomplish in such 
a short period of time,” said 
Susan Burke, community coordi- 
nator of the Salt Lake Area Gang 
Project, a multi-jurisdictional 
gang suppression and diversion 
unit. 

Gov. Michael Leavitt saw most 
of his anti-gang legislation, 
which included tougher sanctions 
against juvenile criminals caught 
with guns, approved in the 
Senate Monday and Tuesday, but 
other legislation dealing with gun 
control was set aside. 

The Utah Senate approved sev- 
eral anti-gang bills Monday, 
including one that would require 
juveniles age 16 and older 

accused of first-degree felonies 
_ to be tried as adults.

school districts, saving taxpayers at 
least $100,000 in legal fees, he said.

All cases pending in Utah were set- 
tled out of court after the U.S. 
Supreme Court decided the 
Providence case, ruling that prayer in 
schools violates the U.S. Constitution. 

The Society of Separationists was 
disappointed with the Utah, Supreme 
Court’s claim that their position 
“makes no logical sense and lacks any 
legal merit.” 

“We can’t hold out much prospect 
for winning cases in federal courts in 
the: future,” said Separationist mem- 
ber Chris Allen. “It looks very bleak.” 

Donating tax money to fund litiga- 
tion on religious issues is not the 
same as funding religious practices, 
the Utah court decision said. State 
education officials did not take a posi- 
tion on prayer in schools, Bates said. 
Utah schools were being sued by both 
those in favor and those opposed to 
prayer in schools.
